These workshops are a joint endeavor of the Christian Church (Disciples of Christ ) in 
Georgia and the Southeast Conference of the United Church of Christ, although the 
content is designed for clergy or leaders of any denomination. These workshops fulfill 
the requirements of many denominations which require ordained, licensed, or commissioned clergy to complete healthy boundaries/clergy ethics training 
every three to five years.
